Small-pox cases were crowded in sucha 
manner that it was a matter of im ibility 
for the surgeon to treat his patients individe- 
ally; they actuall y laid so adjacent that the 
simple movement of one of them would cauge 
his neighbor to cry out in an agony of 
The confluent and malignant type prevailed to 
such an extent and of such a nature that the 
body would frequently be found one contina- 
ous scab. ‘ihe diet and other allowances by 
Government for the use of the prisoners 
were ample, yet the poor unfortunates were 


allowed to starve; but why, is a query which I : 


will allow your readers to infer, and to draw 
conclusions thercfrom. Out of the sumber of 
prisoners, as before mentioned, over thrée 
thousand of them now lay buried in the ceme- 
tery located near the camp for that purpose; a 
mortality equal, if not greater, than that of 
any prison in the South. At Andersonville, as 
I am well informed by brother officers who en- 
dured confinement there, as well as by the re- 
cords at Washington, the mortality was twelve 
thousand out of say about forty thousand 
prisoners. Hence it is readily to be seen that 
the range of mortality was notless at Elmira 
than at Andersonville. 

At Andersonville there was actually nothing 
to feed or clothe the prisavers with, their own 
soldiers faring but little better than their pris- 
oners. This, torether with a torrid sun and 
an impossibility of exchange, was abundant 
cause for their mortality. With our prisoners 
at Elmira no such necessity should houvestly 
have existed, as our Government had actually, 
as Ihave stated, most bountifually made pro- 
vision for the wants of all dot ained, 
both of officers and men. Soldiers 
who have been prisoners at Anderson- 
ville, and have done duty at Elmira, contirm 
this statement, and which is in no wise in one 
particular exaggerated; also, the same may be 
told of other prisons managed in a similarly 
terrible manner. I allude to Sandusky, Fort 
Delaware, and others; I do not say that all 
pris oners in the North suffered and endured 
ihe terrors and the cupidity of venel sub-offi- 
cluls; on the contrary, at the camps in the har- 
bor of New York and at Point Lookout, and 
at other camps where my official duties from 
time to time have called me, the prisoners ia 
all respects have fared as our Government iw 
tended and designated they should. Throngir 
out Texas, where food and the necessaries off 
life were plentiful, I found our own soldicrg 
faring well, and to a certain extent co: itented,

Mr. Dunn spoke in favor of his third resolution; 
but tn deference to the Judgment of those better 
informed as to the sentiment existing among the 
parties most concerned, he waa willing to with- 
draw it. 

Mr. M. L. Prather said: Upon mature delibera- 
tion, he thought good might come of it. Any 

rejudice among the negroes to public hiring, 
rom old associations, might.soon pass aw ay; and 
if yearly engagements, where necessary or desi- 
rable, would add te the steadiness and faterent of 
the servant in his master’s concerns, it would be 
advantageous to both; he would, therefore, with- 
draw his opposition to it. 

Mr. Thatcher was for the success of everything. 
If we require too much we fail. He ebopent we 
should take the resolutions most eas oT- 
stood and least subject to siatnserpretaton. The 
negro is now in the same position with ourselves, 
and we should avoid touching his prejudices. 

Mr. Carey said he had spent a few years in in- 
diana and had maae money. There we hire one 
for the year to take charge and hire others as we 
ean. They were ignorant men but most were 
workers and willing to do their day’s work and 
they got on very well; but it is hard to contend 
with negroes now. 

Mr. Dravo said: We hal an abundance of labor, 
while hands were at the same time hard to pro- 
cure. He had held out every inducement to the 
laborer, but found it impossible to go out to do 
business and have the work at home done. He 
thought it would be a good move to build tene- 
ments for our servants. His experience in work 
ing coal mines in Pennsylvania was to get men of 
family, and give them @ house and a bit of ground. 
With these inducements he had known hands to 
remain in the same spot over twenty years, be- 
cause comfortably situated. He thought if we 
were seeking a profit we ought to get white or 
black men with families, and give them a house 
and garden plot, when they would be far more 
likely to be content and work well. The master 
could then also take a greater interest in them 
He had a negro woman and boy purchased before 
the war, and, though the woman is infirm and 
unfit for anything, and the son comes home 
drunk, be cannot drive him away on accouat of 
his mother, who was : good servant; and so it 
might be with the bired 

Mr. Buffenmeyver said he would not give a five- 
penny fer a man who would come to him and 
would not hire by the year. A month, a week or 
day will finally come to be by the day altogether. 
He met a very likely boy some time ago and asked 
him if he wanted to hire and how much money he 
would want for the year. The boy said he did not 
hire by the year, but by the week or month. He 
(Mr. B.) said, “and if you are taken sick what wiil 
become of you?”’ The boy finally said be ed 
it would be better to hire by the year and have a 
comfortable home. He hired him and he is doin v 
weil. ‘He would pick those out who would" 
bire by the year and have nothing t* do withth m.

partisan bitterness or both, as we presume 
Gen. Thomas to be, believes the statement 
to be just. 

General Thomas gets his reports as to 
the affairs of Kentucky from prejudiced, in- 
terested and corrupt sources. He obtains 
them from the Bureau men, and other mil- 
tary men in the West, and these have, of 
course, a direct imterest in having it sup- 
posed that a great public necessity impera- 
tively demands not only that the Bureau 
and the army should be continued tor an 
indefinite period, but sustained upon their 
present absurd seale of expense. The dis- 
honest device is very likely to prove suc- 
cessful, for its success’ denends upon the 
will of a most unprincipled Congress. -De- 
mocracy has gained some strength in that 
body, but not enough as yet to authorize the 
expectation of important practical results 
unless the action of the President 
shall shatter the strength of the par- 
ty that has elected him. And we can- 
not conscientiously claim to have any 
great hope of this. If the President shall 
honestly and patriotically, and, in a spirit 
of enlightenment, perform the vast duties 
devolving upon him, we shall rejoice as 
fervently as the warmest and best of his 
friends possibly can. We shall be neither 
factious nor captious, for we can have no 
motive in being so, and we trust that we 
shouldn’t be if we had a thousand motives. 


Let’s Thrash Paraguay. 

The press and people of the United 
States have almost universally felt and ex- 
pressed much sympathy with Paraguay in 
what has seemed to be her gallant and un- 
equal struggle with the allied powers. The 
sympathy on the part of our people has 
not been on account of any admiration or 
approval of the institutions of Paraguay 
probably the most despotic power in the 
southern portion of our continent, but 
merely the sympathy naturally felt by nearly 
all menin behalf of the weak struggling 
long and desperately against the strong. 
There has occasionally been no little talk 
of official interposition on the part of the 
United States to save the little Republic or 
the little Despotism, whichever it may call 
itself or may be, from political annihilation 
or physica] desolation. 

But, if the accounts from Paraguay ‘are 
true, the petty tyrant who controls the af- 
fairs of that small concern has proved 
most ungrateful toward the United States, 
and commitied outrages for which, even in 
despite of the weakness of himself and his 
concern, he should be promptly and sum- 
marily punished. It might certainly seem 
an ungracious thing on the part of so tre- 
mendous a power as the American Repub- 
lic to chastise Paraguay while she is al- 
ready contending against fearful odds, but 
she should have duly considered all the 
conditions of her case before her perpetra- 
tion of great wrongs and insuits against 
our Government. 

If Paraguay has acted towafd our coun- 
try as she is charged to have done, and un- 
less there are in the case some justifying or 
mitigating circumstances that we have not 
seen alleged, we hope that retribution will 
be meted out to her in a just measure 
though not in a spirit of vindictiveness. 
Our country hasn’t much dignity or pride 
now, but what she has let her try to keep. 


**Voodouism.”’ 
The most disgusting accounts are con- 
tinually coming from the Southern States 
in regard to the habits and tendencies of 


the black race in that section. Thev are 
barism. Ong the negroes of the lower 


portion of the Guif States there has long 
been a prevalent superstition that is called 
by the African name of ‘“Voodouism” or 
“Vowcoism.” The substance of it is a full 
belief in the power of certain of their 
reople to work upon other people with all 
manner of evil spirits or: good spirits. 
These supposed controllers are entirely na- 
tive blacks, unmixed Africans, and the 
spells of terror and hope and joy and ex- 
pectation which they throw around all the 
rest of the colcrcd population are unlim- 
ited. 

The Voodou men are objects of supersti- 
tious veneration. They curiously contrive 
a number of curicus objects, such as feath- 
ers, dogs’ teeth, clay taken from graves, 
blood, egg-shells, bits of glass, &c., &c., 
which, however combined, they can use for 
conjuring purposes, and they employ them 
to make the negroes worship with super- 
stitious veneration. This sort of sorcery 
prevails in Africa among the worshipers of 
the Fetich. It is growing in the South. 

This sort of religion, horrible religion, 
accursed religion, if it can be called reli- 
gion, will prevail in the South if the ne- 
groes are to have control of that section. 
They are to be left to their own tenden- 
cies; and all their tendencies, their irresisti- 
ble tendencies, are to their native barbar- 
ism, the barbarism of their cannibal ances- 
tors. They will not find enough food in 
the South, and they will seek to eat the 
white folks. 

It is not matter of surprise that the mis- 
erable superstition of Voodouism, or 
Vowdoism, is prevailing in the South. 
Christianity is slow in its teachings. The 
ternble teachings of the negroes are quick, 
seizing forcibly and at once upon their mis- 
erable imaginations and minds. The re- 
sults are not doubtful. The whole of the 
African population of the South will soon 
be as bad as the Hottentots, or worse.

‘*Through the extension of the Lebanon igen h 
to East ‘lennessee—an enterprise which bas pro- 
gressed well during the year—the company po- 
sesses the shortest route between the Northwest 
and the Southeast, two sections of country now 
without any means of direct communication, the 
want of which ts felt daily more and more.

Bince the charter was obtained, whic) was 
Ma-‘ch 9, 1868, the commissioners of the Lous- 
ville, Harrodsburg’ and Y Virginia railfoad have 
orgamised and employed an engineer, Mr. H. 
M. Patton, and made a reconnocissance of the 
country from Louisville to Cumberland Gap; 
also from Louisville to Pound Gap, both sur- 
veys going through Taylorsville and Harrods- 
burg. The surveys were made at cont idera- 
ble expense, and must have occupied no little 
time, as the enginecr has only within a few 
carefully examined from Harrodsburg east, the 
counties of Garrard, Madison, Jackson, Estill, 
Owsley, Clay, Perry, Breathitt and Letcher, in 
aliof which the people are aroused to the im- 
portance of a direct railroad connection with 
Louisville and Virginia, and will, as soon as 
the road is definitely located, vote large ap- 
propriations. The road is not only of local 
importance, but it traverses some of as good 
counties as there ere in the State. It brings 
an isolated portion of the State within a few 
hours’ ride of the great metropolis. It opens 
up to us all the metals, ores, minerals, and 
fine timber that are so abundant in the eastern 
counties of Kentucky, and that will be so 
useful to our city. If the road stopped at 
Pound Gap it would be worth building and a 
paying investment, even if it cost three or 
four times the present estimate; but how much 
greater the importance of this road when it is 


mond, Washington City and the great port of 
Norfolk. Only a few months since a copy of 
the charter was obtained, and it is now attract- 

ing the attention of some of the best financiers 
of Indiana, Hlinois and Missouri, and we have 
been assured that mere than one million dol- 
lars of the stock will be readily taken in St.

Frem Abingdon or Wythe- 
ville it is only about seventy-five or 
eighty miles over into North Carolina, to make 
the connection with other railroads now com- 
pleted, to all the Southern States. North 
Carolina, too, is interested, and has already 
awakened to the good news that the day is not 
far distant when her citizens can, by a direct 
railroad, reach Louisville and the great agri- 
cultural regions of the West. This road is of 
more importance to the eitizens of Louisville 
and the people of Kentucky and Virginia than 
any road now built or ever contemplated in 
either State. Besides, it is of inestimable 
value to the whole West. It is only an exten- 
sion of the Great Western and Pacific railway, 
so as to have an air-line from San Francisco 
to Norfolk, as will be s¢en by an examination 
of the map, and consequently will be onc of 
the best paying railroads in the United States. 


SUNDAY LAW. 
The Rosenbaum Bail Case in the City 
Court. 


The case of the Commonwealth vs. Joseph 
Clement and George W. Doane, Justices of the 
Peace, rule to show cause why they released 
M. Rosenbaum from jail, on Sunday, Novem- 
ber 15, which was continued on last Tuesday, 
will come up in the City Court to-day. It has 
already excited considerable attention, and 
a review of the situation just here may not be 
out of place. 

All public offenses are either felonies or mis- 
demeanors, and persons charged with. the 
commission of either are liadle to be immedi- 
ately arrested. An arrest may be made by a 
warrant issued by a judge of the county or 
police court, mayor, chairmen of the trustees 
of towns, or justices of the peace, and cxe- 
cuted by a sheriff, constable, jailor, marshal, 
or policeman. A peate officer may arrest 
without a warrant, where a public offense is 
committed in his or where he has 
reasonable grounds for believing that the per- 
son has committed a felony. A private per- 
son may make an arrest where he has reasona- 
ble grounds for believing that the person ar- 
rested has committed a felony, and a magis- 
trate or judge may orally order an arrest of a 
person committing a public offense in such 
officer's presence. If the arrest is made 
under a warrant the officer making 
it must proceed with the party 
arrested as directed by the warrant; if the ar- 
rest is made without warrant the party ar- 
rested is to be taken forthwith before the 
most convenient magistrate or judge of the 
City Court, who may examine the charge and 
commit, or hold to bail the aecused. If the 
offense is a felony, two justices are required 
to try, and, if the case be bailable, they may 
take ball. When a person is arrested for a 
public offense the charge is to be forthwith 
examined, but time may be given not exceed- 
ing two days, and the accused admitted to 
bail, if the offense is bailable. It however 
seems that Judge Craig supposes that, 
inasmuch as Justices Clement and 
Doane acted on the Sabbath, their 
acts were nugatory, and therefore he has 
ruled them to answer before this court. It is 
not our object to criticise the renderings of 
the City Court, but it strikes us that his 
court is of limited, infcrior jurisdiction, a mere 
creature of statutory creation, and the jadge 
has no greater authority in criminal cases than’ 
the two justices of the peace. If it is lawful 
to arrest upon the Sabbath, why not equally 
so to take a bail bond or try the causc? But 
it may be said that the Court of Appeals have 
held that the service of process. in a civil suit 
upon the Sabbath is void; then, if this rule is 
earried out in criminal and penal cases, all ar- 
rests on the Sabbath are illegal, and subject 
the officer making the arrest to an action for 
false imprisonment. Such is not the @octrine 
of the criminal law, and the practice of the 
country:has not been governed by such rules. 
We apprehend the ruling of the Judge is unin- 
tentionally mischievous.

ao om Willis Green His Buria ot his Life | 


ous Character. 

We have already refer::4 to the arrival here 
of the remains of Hon. Willi» Green, who 
died while temporarily residing in Texas in 
1862. His funeral took place yesterday after- 
noon at the residence ef Major W. R. Kinney, 
on Walnut strect, betweea Fifteenth and Six- 
teenth. The services were conducted by the 
Rey. Mr. Hays, of the Presbyterian church, 
and were very impressive. A large number of 
the relatives and old friends of the bonored de- 
ceased were present and followed his remains 
to Cave Hill. ~ 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Mr. Green was in his day one of Kentacky’s 
most gallant soldiers and distinguished’ politi- 
cians and statesmen. We cannot allow this 
opportunity to pass without recalling some of 
the more conspicuous events in his public life 
and paying a feeble tribute to his exalted pri- 
vate worth. He was born in Madison county, 
in this State, in 1796, and was at his death, in 
1862, sixty-six years of age. Having received 
a liberal education, at an early age he 
enlisted in the army and displayed all 
the qualities of the brave soldier 
in the defense of our frontiers. Besides figur- 
ing in other noted engagements with the hos- 
tile Indians, he fought in the battle of the 
Thames as a member of Capt. Whitley's com- 
pany. It was always his impression that Te- 
cumseh was killed by Capt. Whitley, and that 
the latter was killed in the same action bya 
big Indian who acted as henchman to the chief 
Tecumseh. The big Indian fell at the hands 
of another soldier of Capt. Whitley's com- 
mand. Mr. Green was taken with camp fever, 
which resulted in a stiffness of the knee that 
lasted till his death. In 1820 he went to New 
Orleans, where in the course of two years he 
amassed quite a fortune. On a visit to 
Shelbyville, Kentucky, in 1822, he was 
married fo Mise Ann Allen, of that place. 
Shortly afterward he lost the whole of his for-

studied law. Immediately on his recovering 
be emigrated to Hardinsburg, Breckinridge 
county, carrying all his goods and chattels in 
one wagon. Seon after his location in Har- 
dinsburg he was elected County Attorney;‘and 
then to the State Senate. He subsequently 
removed to Grayson county, and at the Falls 
of Rough built mills and engaged in farming. 
He twice represented Grayson in the lower 
house of the General Assembly. In 1839 he 
ran for Congress, and was elected, having re- 
ceived ‘the ‘pomination over John L. 
Helm and Dr, Bryan B. Young, and defeating 
Capt. Wm. T. Willis, who was killed at Buena 
Vista. At the close of this term he ran for re- 
election against Messrs. Helm and Huff (the 
latter subsequently one of the Justices of the 
Supreme Court for Missouri), and gained a 
signal triumph over them. The politicians of 
that district then, wishing to get rid of him, 
caused Grayson county to bo severed from his 
district and added to the second district. On 
his return from Congress he declared himself 
a candidate against the Hon. Phil. Triplett, 
the then Whig representative of the district, 
and Hon. Thos. C. McCreery, our present 
United States Senator, who was then the 
Democratic candidate. Triplett withdrew, 
and after a sharp and close contest, Mr. Green 
was again elected over McCreery. In 1844, 
when Mr. Clay was nominated for the Presi- 
dency, Mr. Green was made 
Chairman of the National Whig 
Committee. Mr. Clay, in speaking of that 
contest, said that none of the blunders of 
the Whig party were attributable ‘to Mr. 
Green, and that, if his .programme had been 
carried out, he (Mr. Clay) would have been 
elected. Having suffered great financial losses 
during this term of service, Mr. Green volun- 
tarily gave the race in his district to Hon. 
Jobn H. McHenry, who was eRtted. After 
McHenry’s term expired, Mr. Green again be- 
came a candidate, with R. H. Waddell, John 
H. McHenry and Frank Peyton as his Whig 
competitors. A convention was held at 
Owensboro, and Mr. Green came within one 
vote of having a majority on the first ballot. 
The other candidates then formed a combina- 
nation, and nominated Mr. Waddell, who was 
defeated by Samuel 0. Peyton, the Demo- 
cratic candidate. Mr. Green then aban- 
doned politics and turned his attention 
to bueineses eltogether. About the ycar 1848 
he contracted asthma from exposure conse- 
quent upon his great efforts to meet the lia- 
bilities of a mercantile house in which he was 
interested. He labored under this disease ever 
afterwards, and diced from its effects. He 
went to Texas in 1860, through the advice of 
physicians. Owing to the blockade he was 
notable to return to Kentucky, as he wished, 
and came to his death, as we have mentioned, 
in that State in 1862. 
ANECDOTE OF HIS POPULARITY. 

After serving his first term in the Legisla- 
ture from Grayson county, he had deter- 
mined to abandon politics. Going to the town 


of Litehfield on a County Court day, he found |

Mr. Green was the confidential; friend o 
Mr. Clay during his stay in Washington. On 
one occasion, when some person was speaking 
in Mr. Clay’s presence of his great preference 
for Mr. Green, he replied that it walr because 
Mr. Green was onc of the few politicians 
whose love for him was unselfish. He lived 
and died a Whig, and sustained Mr. Clay in 
all his great measures, except the bankrupt 
law, to which he was opposed. 

re PERSONAL TRAITS. 

His chicf characteristics were industry and 
indomitable will, and throughout his life suc- 
cess attended all his undertakings. So great 
was his industry and aetive his mind, that, 
although trated by sickness and not able 
to leave hf” room, he engaged in business and 
met with very considerable success, on his 
arrival in Texas. His judgment of men was 
unerring. He was never known to fail in the 
estimate he put upon any man. He had no 
children of his own, but raised eleven nieces and 
nephews, who cherished for him the same love 
that a child would fora father. Scveral of 
them still live and join hie wife in mourning 
his loss. With his death was sundered the 
last link that bound Kentucky’s present to 
her past generation of politicians and states- 
men. He has gone, and the places that knew 
him shall know him no more forever. Full of 
bonors and of years he died; loving friends 
have brougbt his remains from a distant State, 
and on yesterday deposited them in the bosom 
of that proud old Commorwealth which, while 
living, he loved 80 well.

A BOLD LEAP FOR LIBERTY. 


Ore of the Brandenburg Pirates Jumps 
From a Steamer Inte the Ohio. 


Probably two more desperate characters than 
the men who have gained notoriety all along 
the Ohio river as the Brandenburg pirates 
never infested any section of country. Defying 
the bolts and bars of grim old jails, nothing 
short of powder and lead seems to have held 
them, and wherever they have been they ap- 
pear to have inspired a sort of terror, not un- 
mixed with that secret admiration which all 
really enterprising villains have commanded 
since the days of Dick Turpin and Sixtcen- 
String Jack. 

Late Sunday afternoon the steamer Morning 
Star, bound for Louisville, left Brandenburg, 
and on board. were the two pirates, closely 
guarded, on their way to Frankfort to serve 
out their respective terms of imprisonment. 
When the boat arrived at Strong’s Landing, 
some time during the night, the prisoners were 
standing, ironed together, at the railing to the 
right of the barber shop, where, it seems, they 
had been permitted to go to enjoy the delicious

They stood there contem- 
plating the heavens for awhile, and then 
they suddenly parted. The irons that secured 
them had given way, and before the condition 
of affairs could be realized there was a heavy 
splash of some falling body as it struck the 
water below, and Johnson, one of the pirates, 
was not on the boat. He had thrown himsttf 
over the side, and after disappearing beneath 
the surface of the stream was not seen again. 
The other made a break toward the forward 
part of the boat, but was af once seized and 
secured. He soon, however, again rid himself 
of his irens, and ropes were finally resorted to. 

When the steamer arfived here yesterday, 
he was taken in a wagon to the Frankfort 
depot,:along with two negroes from Meade 
county, who had also been sentenced to the 
Penitentiary, and all were put aboard the 
train. They attracted considerable attention,

DISTRESSING CASUALTY. 


Five Men Buried Alive by the Fall 
of a Brick Kiln. 


ONE OF THEM CRUSHED TO 
DEATH. 


A most distressing casualty occurred yester- 
day morning, about 8% o’clock, at McCol- 
lum’s brick-yard, near the old Portland road, 
between Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh 
streets. As two white men and three negroes 
were engaged in removing the ‘“‘center’’ or wood 
work which had partially supported the arch 
of a large kiln in the yard, the whole arch, an 
immense mass of brick and heavy plank, 
suddenly gave way, burying out of sight the 
whole five. The groans and cries of the 
crushed afd bleeding men, as they strove to 
extricate themselves, were terrible to hear, 
and as soon as possible Mr. MeCollum and 
half a dozen of his men sct to work to rescue 
the nnfortunates. Not less than ten thousand 
tiick had fallen, but in an _ almost 
incredibly short time every one of the mangled 


forms were drawn out from the rubbish. 


Thomas Curran, a white laborer, who had 
been in the kiln, was found to have been 
crushed to death, nearly all of his bones hav- 
ing been broken by the heavy planks which 
had fallen upon him. He was doubtless killed 
instantaneously. 

Andrew Stecle, another white man, was 
eeverely injured, having his thigh broken, and 
sustaining a number of ugly bruises.
